DECLARATION OF ABRAHAM WYNER

I, Abraham Wyner, declare as follows: 

1 . My name is Abraham Wyner. I live in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. I am over the age of 

18. 

2. I am employed as a Professor of Statistics in the Wharton School of Business at the 
University of Pennsylvania in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 

3. I was a secured creditor in the above Chapter 7 bankruptcy and for that reason did not 
file a proof of claim by the bar date of February 14. Subsequently, my deed of trust on the 
Debtor's Metro Way property was voided by the bankruptcy trustee. Since my claim is no 
longer secured, I will file a proof of claim as an unsecured creditor so that I can be paid from 
the administration of the estate. 

4. I make the following declaration in opposition to the Chapter 7 trustee's motion to 
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approve settlement pertaining to the Montcrest property. 

5. I do not see where the trustee's proposed settlement is fair to me or to the other 
creditors. I do not understand why any unsecured creditor would support a settlement that does 
not give them anything. This settlement is between the trustee and one creditor but I don't see 
where it benefits any other creditors at all. 

6. It seems to me that the trustee in his motion for settlement puts great weight on 
pleadings entered in Mr. Grossman's dissolution proceeding. Those pleadings are not binding 
upon me. It seems unfair that orders from that case can now be made binding on me and the 
other creditors in this bankruptcy.
